Aliced Forces

SOUTHEAST ASIA HEAD- 
QUARTERS, Kandy, Ceylon, May 
20.—() — The Allied command 


announced officially today that 


the Japanese garrison was being 
driven from the north Burma 
stronghold of Myitkyina and that 
Brigadier Genera] Frank Merrill’s 
infantry, backed by a continuous 
influx of airborne reinforcements, 
had swept across the Irrawaddy 
river four miles south of the city. 

Chinese and American forces 
closed in steadily from three sides, 
one column from Gharp”te, four 
miles to the north, another occu- 
pying the right bank of the Irra- 
waddy and seizing the island vil- 
lage of Zigyun, where the stream 
bends sharply to the west, and 
still another driving down the Mo- 
gaung valley against trapped rem- 
nants of the Warong garrison. 

The three-prongea attack was 
reported virtually to have closed 
the net around enemy troops in 
the area, and the Japanese were 
suffering heavy casualties in es- 
cape attempts. The Myitkyina 
garrison itself was putting up 
fierce resistance, but nonetheless 
steady progress was made 
against it.

6,000 PLANES POUND ‘WALL’ 


i MIGHTY 


Day and N icht| 
Bombing Nails 
150-Mile Front 


LONDON, May 20.—(#)—In the 
greatest mass air attack of the 
war, the Allies hurled 6,000 Brit- 
ish-based planes at Hitler’s west 
wall defenses today and blasted a 
150-mile strip from Brittany to 
Belgium with a total of at least 
8,000 tons of explosives. 

Nineteen rail junctions, eight 
airfields and numerous other in- 
stallations which Hitler hoped to 
use in combating the coming 
western invasion were pounded in 
the gigantic onslaught which be- 
gan soon after midnight and ex- 
tended twice around the clock 
into darkness tonight. 

Allied losses announced for all 
the operations from midnight to 
midnight amounted to seven RAF 
heavies, two U. S. heavies, three 
American mediums, two American 
light bombers, five American 
fighters and one American fighter- 
bomber—a total of 20 planes. 

Every type of plane based in 
Britain was thrown into the un- 
precedented bombardment, with 
the Allied Expeditionary Air 
Force—which will move into the 
Continent in support of the inva- 
sion landings—flying more than 
4,000 sorties. 

1,250 U. 8. ARMADA 


An American armada of nearly 
1,260 heavy bombers and fighters 
set the pace for the daylight blows 
with attacks on three airfields and 
one rail center after the RAF had 
started the day’s cycle with at- 
tacks on four important French 
rail centers. 

The Americans sent out a 
four-to-one escort—1,000 fighters 
accompanying a force of approx- 
imately 250 Fortresses and Liber- 
ators—in the principal daylight 
operation. 

Possibly the air command sus- 
pected strong fighter opposition 
and wanted to be prepared by 
sending out one of the highest 
escort ratios of the war, but the 
precaution proved unnecessary. 
The fighters went looking for

‘planes and none of these 
reached the bombers. 
THICK WITH PLANES 

Long after the heavies return- 
ed to their bases the skies over 
France remained. thick with the 
medium bombers, fighters and 
other light planes of the AEAF. 

An indication that Germany was 
being attacked again at night by 
the RAF came at midnight (conti- 
nental time) when the Nazi radio 
warned of nuisance raiders over 
the western Reich.

Thunderbolt fighter-bombers per- 
formed two missions. 

4. Before daylight about 750 
RAF bombers dumped some 3,360 
tons of explosives on fail centers 
at Boulogne on the French chan- 
nel coast: at Tours, 145 miles 
southwest of Paris: Le Mans, 110 
miles southwest of Paris, and Or- 
leans, 75 miles southwest of the 
former French capital. 

Other British bombers hit 
French coastal objectives and laid 
mines in enemy waters, while 
Mosquitoes attacked Cologne. The 
night’s loss was seven planes. 
UNDERSIDE ATTACKS 

Railroads behind Hitler’s crum- 
bling battlelines on the under- 
side of the continent also felt the 
weight of Allied bombs during the 
day. Allied Mediterranean Aijr 
Force smashed at ports of La 
Spezia, Genoa and Livorno along 
the west Italian coast, and on 
railroads north of Rome and near- 
er the battlefront. Liberators 
struck at railways at Bologna, 
Forli-and Faenza, and a viaduct 
below Genoa, while Flying For- 
tresses bombed an oil refinery 
near Venice, bridges at Rimini on 
the east coast line, and spans on 
the two main lines from Yugo- 
slavia into Italy.

CIO Demurrer Hitler’s ‘Fight-and-Die’ Order 
InMilledgeville May Wipe Out a German Army

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., May .0. 
A general demurrer and move to 
quash charges against R. E. 
Starnes, CIO field representative, 
charged with violating a city ordl- 
nance curbing union organization- 
al activity, is pending here in su- 
perior court. 

Lawyers for the CIO, Daniel 
Duke and H. A. Allen, of Atlanta, 
have announced that they were 
asking that the charges, brought 
yesterday, be quashed on the 
ground that the new ordinance 
“subjects union people and repre- 
sentatives to a censorship which 
is in violation of the right of free 
speech.” 

It denies, they allege, “to a per- 
son not a resident of the commu- 
nity the right to engage in a law- 
ful occupation” and “under the 
guise of a license tax, it seeks to 
impose a total prohibition upon 
organizing workers, something 
clearly in contravention of the con- 
stitution and laws of the United 
States.” 

Starnes’ lawyers denied that he 
had paid any fine, and added that 
the $250 bond required by the re- 
corder was put up by one of the 
employes of the Reynolds company 
who is a member of the union. 
If the superior court does not over- 
rule the recorder’s decision, the 
lawyers said, they will appeal the 
case to the supreme court of Geor- 
gia and “if necessary, to the fed- 
eral courts.” 

The all-night show which the 
union announced would be held 
to provide free entertainment, 
dancing and refreshments for Mil- 
ledgeville workers, was cancelled.

He set more 
hitting, base-stealing and assorted 
records than space will permit of 
enumeration. One year he decided 
to try his hand at home-run hit- 
ting, briefly, and led the American 
League. . 

Cobb has an optimistic view of 
baseball.

Then they brought 
in reserves and established a full- 
sized front and held it on direct 
ofders from Hitler. 

Even when the Allies landed at 
Anzio the Germans took their 
chances and held on. The strategy 
worked while the Allies had to 
build up supplies and operate lim- 
ited offensives. 

But now General Sir Harold 
Alexander, the Allied command- 
er in Italy, is going all-out. On the 
narrow Italian boot laced by 
mountains the Germans could 
fight a long series of stubborn 
rear-guard actions with = slow, 
planned withdrawals and have 
small losses. 

The Allied armies never would 
be able to advance fast enough 
to turn the German flank in this 
type of fighting or break through 
deep enough to imperil] the whole 
German army. In this way the 
Germans could fight all the way 
to the Po river and keep their 
army intact. 

Instead of that, Hitler has or- 
dered his troops to stand on tixed 
lines, with the result that the pow- 
eriul Allied onslaught has broken 
through their positions, with the 
French crashing through the cen- 
ter and the Americans apparently 
turning the flank of the Hitler line 
on the coast, capturing Gaeta and 
advancing beyond. 

In the words of a conservative 
high officer in Italy, the Germans 
are not withdrawing, but retreat- 
ing in “disorder.” The big toll of 
German prisoners is an indication 
of the German position.

Tattnall Cattle Herd Wins 
National Honors for State 


classification that ranges between 
85 and .90. 

At the classification ceremony at 
Tattnall prison this week, R. H. 
Grant, a retired General Motors 
executive from Dayton, Ohio, own- 
er of the Normandy Farms, offer- 
ed the state of Georgia $50,000 for 
the 50 animals, an offer that was 
rejected by Wiley Moore, chair- 
man of the advisory committee of 
the Department of Corrections. 

The Grant offer excluded 49 
calves, 22 of which have been 
born at Tattnall. 

The herd cost the state $24,000. 
It was bought within the last six 
months from owners of dairy 
herds throughout Georgia. The 
$50,000 would have meant a profit 
of $26,000 in that short time, but 
Wiley Moore said: 

“These cows and the bull rep- 
resent only the beginnings of a 
herd we intend to develop down 
here at Tattnall. We are grateful 
to the breeders who permitted us 
to select whatever animals we 
wanted from their stock. We in- 
tend that this herd as it grows 
will mean better milk and better 
food for the inmates and the work- 
ers at this institution. 

“But, more than that.” said 
Moore, “we hope that the bene- 
fits to be derived will radiate out 
through all of this area. We hope 
to interest the farmers of south 
Georgia in good animals and we 
intend to help them develop their 
herds. We hope to improve the 
standards of all the cattle in this 
area and we shall go further than 
that—we shall try to pioneer in 
similar improvements in the grade 
of hogs raised in this country and 
‘in the grade of chickens. 


much food as a good cow,” Moore 
pointed out. “Nothing is saved 
in feeding costs by hanging 
on through the _ generations to 
these dwarfed animals that roam 
the highway.” 
| The blooded Jerseys at Tattnall

ican-bred dam. The $25,000 bull is 
naw serving the herd of L. W.

| Although there were numerous 
offers at the judging for purchase 
of the herd and of individual ani- 
mals, all the offers were rejected. 
| “Of course,” said Chairman 
Moore, “we'll start selling some 
of these animals in a year or so.

A White House announcement 
of Wallace’s departure disclosed 
that one of those traveling with 
him is John Hazard, chief liaison 
officer of the Foreign Economic 
Administration's division of So- 
Viet supply.

The Rus- 
sians are understood to have been 
making some supplies available 
to the Chinese despite their own 
heavy war demands. 


The White House announcement 
'was in the form of a personal 
from President Roose- 
velt which said he had asked Mr. 
Wallace “to serve as a messenger 
for me in China” ahd had also 
asked him to bring back a report 
‘on economic and ‘other matters 
in eastern Asia. 

Wallace’s return by the middle 
of July would mean he would be 
back in time tor the Democratic 
national convention beginning 
July 19 in Chicago. 

STUDIED RUSSIAN, CHINESE 


In preparation for his trip, the 
Vice President has been studying 
both Russian and Chinese. He 
learned Spanish before making a 
tour of Latin-America last year. 
| The report he is to bring back 
on agricultural and economic 
'matters may form the basis for 
decisions on the extent and kind 
of American aid to be given Chi- 
na, both during and after the 
war. 

This government is committed 
to a policy of encouraging a 
strong postwar China as a sta- 
bilizing force in the Pacific area. 

Wallace said the substance of 
his message had been conveyed 
directly to Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek. 

“My visit,” he added, “is mere- 
ly one of emphasis so that the 
hundreds of millions of Chinese 
people may know that the Amer- 
ican will to aid China is perma- 
nent and continuous until victory 
is achieved.” 


TO VISIT SIBERIA 


Wallace disclosed that he would 
visit Siberia, stopping at the So- 
viet cities of Novo-Sirbirsk, Tash- 
kent, Krasnoyark, Stalinsk, Semi- 
palatinsk and Alma Ata. 

He said he approached the Si- 
berian visit “with great anticipa- 
| tion,” recounting that the area 
‘now supports a population of 40,- 
000,000 busy people, who have 
“taken the place of the 7,000,000 
—mostly convicts—who miserably 
existed there under imperial Rus- 
_, 

“So,” he said, “the detractors 
of Russia must pause before the 
fact of Soviet Asia of today.” 

Wallace said that the object of 
his trip was “to let our Asiatic 
friends know the spirit of the 
American people and the beliefs 
and hopes of their commander in 
chief.” In this connection, he 


said he hoped on his return “to 
contribute something to American 
understanding of today’s Asia, as 
well as detailed information for 
the President.” 

“If I may carry to these work- 
ing and fighting peoples of Asia 
‘something of the confidence and 
pride which the American people 
and their President feel in their 
magnificent effort, I know the 
journey is well undertaken,” he 
said.

Jimmie Campbell, petty officer 
on a British cruiser now tied up 
at an east coast navy yard for 
repairs, and Eric Tibble, able sea- 
man on the same ship, called by 
the office of The Constitution to 
pay their respects.

A century and a quarter ago, a 
tiny sailing vessel fitted with aux- 


iliary steam power sailed from Sa- 
vannah, Ga., to cross the Atlantic 
in 29 days and revolutionize the 
merchant fleets of the world. 

Twelve years ago, when this na- 
tion ranked far behind as a mari- 
time power, congress set apart that

No longer is interest in America’s maritime life centered in coastal 
areas and port cities, for American taxpayers and bond buyers from 
coast to coast and border to border have an $18,000,000,000 investment 
in the greatest merchant fleet in the world.

A few figures will emphasize 
the almost incredible performance 
of the rage sre 7 industry since 
it went into high gear in 1941 
and brought the nation to this 
point of decision. 

On December 31 that year, after 
the peacetime, long-range construc- 
tion program had been in opera- 
tion three years, the American 
Merchant Marine totaled roughly 
11,000,000 deadweight tons. 

Between January 1, 1942, and 
April 1, 1944, American shipyards 
turned out 3,052 merchant ships 
totaling 31,444,300 tons—nearly 
three tirmes the original fleet—so 
despite the heavy losses to U-boats 
during the dark days of 1942, the 
fleet at the end of 1943 was more 
than twice as large as at the be- 
ginning of the war, and still grow- 
ing. 

70 PCT. NEW SHIPS 

In the present fleet, about 70 
per cent of the vessels represent 
new construction, about 23 per 
cent are old ships requisitioned 
from shipping companies and the 
other seven per cent represent 
ships acquired from foreign na- 
tions, 

As another phase in planning 
for the future, emphasis in the 
construction program is now shift- 
ing from quantity to quality. The 
emergency type Liberty ship, de- 
signed for quick construction but 
not qualified for peacetime com- 
petitive operation, literally carried 
the destinies of the anti-Axis world 
in its hold in the early days of 
the war. 

With the passing of the more 
critical phase of the emergency, 
Libertys are being replaced in the 
building yards—as fast as con- 
tracts expire—by the faster and 
more powerful Victory ship. 
GIGANTIC FLEET 

The Victory, powered by tur- 
bines and gears, is 50 per cent 
faster and far more efficient than 
the ll-knot Liberty, powered by 
reciprocating engines, and can be 
readily fitted into peacetime com- 
merce, the Maritime Commission 
says. 

These ships, together with the 
high class, competitive ships be- 
ing added regularly to the fleet 
under the original long-range pro- 
gram, and supplemented by Lib- 
ertys in the non-competitive field, 
with the operating personnel de- 
veloped under pressure of war, 


are designed to give the United 
States a gigantic, powerful and| 
well integrated Merchant Marine 
in the postwar era. 

Leaders shaping plans for the 
Merchant Marine are determined 
that the experience of the last 
postwar period shall. not be re- 
peated. Then a large share of the 
nation’s emergency-built merchant 
fleet was tied up to gather rust 
and barnacles, and the United 
States dropped back to a fourth-

Complete control over Wakde, 
1,000 miles from MacArthur's goal 
on the Philippines, was established 
Friday afternoon. But enemy ar- 
tillery fire held up the advance 


‘on the New Guinea coast. 


Chinese troops clamped a firmer 
hold on their rewon section of 
the Peiping-Hankow railway to- 
day, capturing the rail city of 
Kioshan, 110 miles south of 
Chenghsien, the high command 
announced.

Delayed Tito Dispatch 
Says Help Insufficient 


By JOSEPH MORTON, 

BARI, Italy, April 30.—(Delayed by Censor)—(#)—Marshal Josip 
Broz (Tito), in his first press interview, asserted today that the 
Yugoslav peoples and his national 
liberation army wanted not only 
material help from the Allies to 
carry on their struggle against the 
Germans but also recognition of 
the National Committee of Libera- 
tion as the government of Yugo- 
slavia. 

(Since this dispatch was written 
it was learned that Sergeant Wal- 
ter Bernstein, correspondent of 
Yank Magazine, had a personal in- 
terview with Tito which may have 
antedated this one.) 

The marshal said the committee 
had not formally demanded such 
recognition of the United States, 
Britain and Russia, but that rec- 
ognition would “strengthen the 
united struggle” and tnatthe rea- 
sons against it were “diminishing 
every day.” 

Tito expressed his views 1n re- 
ply to a series of questions sub- 
mitted to him by the Associated 
Press. He wrote the answers in 
his native tongue, Croatian, and 
signed the document “J. B. Tito, 
Marshal of Yugoslavia.” 

The means by which the ques- 
tions were taken to his secret 
headquarters in Yugoslavia and 
the answers were brought out 
must remain secret.

Tito asked that the Committce 
of Liberation be given the gold 
of the Yugoslav National Bank, 
the Yugoslav warships seized by 
the Italians and retaken by the 
Allies, and the Yugoslav merchant 
vessels now in possession of King 
Peter’s exiled Yugoslav govern- 
ment, which his own organization 
does not recognize.

Censors Explain 


Reason for Delay 

Editor’s Note: The Associated 
Press’ interview with Marshal 
Josip Broz (Tito) which has 
been the subject of wide dis- 
cussion since it was disclosed 
last week it was held up by 
censorship of the Allied Medi- 
terranean command, was ap- 
proved today for publication. 

An accompanying note said 
the original dispatch was in- 
tact except for passages refer- 
ring to the location of warships. 

The dispatch was submitted 
for censorship April 30. When 
clearance was refused the As- 
sociated Press made represent- 
ations in Washington, London 
and directly to General Sir 
Henry Maitland Wilson, com- 
mander in chief in the Medi- 
terranean, since it was inform- 
ed that political censorship had 
been applied. 

This week the AP was in- 
formed that the delay in clear- 
ance was due to the fact that 
Marshal Tito had _ stipulated 
that his replies be used in full 
or not at all. Deletions were 
referred back to the marshal 
and final clearance was given 
today.

In reply to the question, “What 
is the strength of the enemy forces 
in Yugoslavia?” Marshal Tito in- 
cluded the Mikhailovic Chetniks 
among them and credited General 
Draja Mikhailovic (war minister 
of the Yugoslav government in 
exile and leader of its forces in- 
side Yugoslavia) with having a 
force of only 16,000.

His answer was: “In Yugoslavia

tachi: about 15,000 followers of 
Nedic (Field Marshal Milan Nedic, 
pro-Nazi former premier), 16,000 
Chetniks under Mikhailovic, three 
regiments of White Corps in Ser- 
bia, about 12,000 Slovene Domob- 
rans under Quisling Rupnik, and 
about 10,000 Arnauts. Besides this 
there are various police troops.” 

(Earlier this week the AP was 
informed that a passage referring 
to Mikhailovic was the chief rea- 
son it still was held up by the 
censor. This may have been the 
passage.) 

Tito said that the Committee of 
Liberation had not formally de- 
manded recognition by the United 
States, Britain and Russia as “the 
sole legal government of Yugo- 
slavia” because its main line of 
action was to subordinate all ac- 
tivity to “our struggle against the 
invader.” 

He said the committee also 
wanted to avoid giving any “in- 
conveniences” which might arise 
out of demands for recognition.

President.” 

Browder, keynoting the conven. 
tion on his 53d birthday, thus led

Makers Strike 


Between 200 and 300 employes 
of the National Traffic Guard 
Company, an Atlanta concern en- 
gaged in the manufacture of ships’ 
parts, chain and armor plate—es- 
sential war materials—are on 
strike, according to a statement 


made to The Constitution last 
night by E. D. Camp, director of 
the plant. More than 100 of the 
\older employes, continued Camp, 
‘are still at work and the plant is 
‘still operating, at a reduced ca- 
pacity. 

| The strikers, the majority of 
‘them Negroes, walked out Thurs- 
day morning, according to Camp, 
‘because one Negro objected to an 
order to quit shoveling sand and 
‘to shovel iron scrap into a fur- 
nace instead. 

Camp said further: 

“The United Steel Workers’ 
Union, a CIO affiliate, recently 
| organized the unskilled workers at 
our plant and only two or three 
weeks ago we signed a contract 
with the local union, district No. 
35. Under our contract, these men 
had no right to strike. The key 
‘men, the skilled workers, are not 
in this union and they are the men 
who are enabling the plant to 
carry on. Through their energy, 
we shipped a large quantity of 
chain today. 

“So far the strikers. have pre- 
sented no demands to us and, as 
far as we know no one has re- 
ported the strike to the War Labor 
Board. We have heard that the 
president of the local union has 
authorized the strike, but of that 
we have no direct word. After 
three days of strike, the employes

Judge Hugh M. Dorsey, who this

Arrival of uniforms for 100 civilian defense auxiliary policemen

George Ellington, chief of the 
suxiliary, whose proposal to pro- 
vide 800 man-hours a week to the 
department from volunteers from 
the defense organization has been 
accepted by the city government, 
yesterday furnished Police Chief 
Hornsby with a list of the 100 
selected men who will donate 
their services—eight hours a week 
each. 

Ellington said he expects the 
uniforms shortly and predicted 
that the men will be in service by 
June 1. 

BEST-QUALIFIED 

He emphasized that only the 
best-qualified men from the auxil- 
jary have been offered assign- 
ments, and pointed out that they 
already have had police training, 
having served on various beats 
with Atlanta policemen. 

Due to scores of policemen join- 
ing various branches of the serv- 
ice, and the lure of more lucrative 
war jobs, the department is now 
28 patrolmen short, and efforts to 
recrwt qualified men to fill the 
vacated posts have not been suc- 
cessful. 

When the crisis arose, Ellington 
offered the services of the defense 
auxiliary, and they were accepted, 
with city council providing $1,500 
for purchase of uniforms.

that the Georgia organization 
must furnish secretarial service 
on the basis of $150 a month. 

In an appeal issued yesterday, 
Stokes asked that patriotic Geor- 
gians help raise $3,600 with 
which to take care of this secre- 
tarial service for the next two 
years.

New Orleans shares with Atlan- 
ta the honor of having won the 
most pennants—10—but the Peli- 
cans over a 43-year span lead all 
other clubs in games won. The 
club has finished in the second 
division only six times. 

Manager Larry Gilbert, of Nash- 
ville, leads all the skippers in 
flags won with seven—five at New 
Orleans, two with the Vols. 

Nashville has a headlock on hit- 
ting honors. Hugh Hill, with the 
Vols in 1902, set the all-time bat- 
ting record with a mark of .416. 
Four decades later, in 1941, Nash- 
ville’s Leslie Fleming almost equal-

Dogs of Dixie 

By RUTH STANTON COGILL 

That dogs are playing a major 
part in this war has been proved 
conclusively by seven battle-weary 
canine veterans of the Bougain- 
ville campaign who landed in San 
Francisco recently. Each was suf- 
fering from a nervous condition 
caused by shellfire when they rr- 
rived there en route to Camp Le- 
jeune, N. C., where they will rest 
and recuperate from strenuous 
combat activity. 

All seven of the battle-scarred 
veterans were big Doberman Pin- 
schers, the first Marine dogs to 
return from the Bougainville bat- 
tle fronts where they served with 
Marine Raider outfits. 
WOUNDED BY JAP SNIPER 

One of the most imposing of the 
war-weary dogs to make the long 
trip: home was Corporal Otto, who 
was wounded on Bougainville on 
November 4, presumably by a Jap 
sniper. And now the Corporal has 
been recommended for a decora- 
tion comparable to the Purple 
Heart. Another, Corporal Ruff, 
brought with her a son, “Tiny,” 
one of a litter of nine pups born 
to her on Guadalcanal last March 
11 after she had returned from the 
front. The other pups were left 
behind as mascots for Marine out- 
fits stationed in the Solomons, Sol- 
diering is a full-time job within it- 
self, but when a canine corporal 
takes time off to duck the bullets 
and present the world with nine 
small potential war dogs, it de- 
serves a word. 

But the foregoing are only two 
instances of bravery on the part 
of the Marine war dogs. Each of 
the dogs bears the rank of corpo- 
ral in the corps’ canine contin- 
gent. They earned their promo- 
tions for aptitude in training at 
New River, N. C., and later at 
west coast points before they em- 
barked for duty in the south Pa: 
cific. 

Their service record books re- 
veal that each of the seven dogs 
“hit the beaches” at Bougainville 
on “D-day” last November 1. 
Some of the dogs stalked Japs in 
the jungles, others served with the 
Red Cross and carried out various 
duties assigned them. They per- 
formed like good Marines, but the 
shellfire and other battle noises 
took their toll. They became vic- 
tims of war nerves and had to 
be evacuated. 

After a few weeks away from 
the strain of warfare no doubt 
they will be ready to serve again. 
A few bones to gnaw on, rest and 
quiet and they'll be good as new. 
MORE DOGS NEEDED 

But in the meantime the Ma- 
rines are urgently requesting the 
donation of Doberman Pinschers. 
They are needed. New recruits are 
not only necessary as replace- 
ments, but the canine contingent 
must be made larger. Dogs have 
a definite spot in the war. They 
duties that humans can- 
tackle.

We have reached a period in 
our végetable gardening when in 
spite of the fact that we have not 
reached real 
summer weath- 
er, we must be- 
to think 
about our fall 
and winter gar- 
dens. 
As a matter 
of fact we are 
of the opinion = 
that our atten- - 
tion should be 
divided equally . 
between three : 
operations in 
the garden. 
First, the car- 
rying on of the 
beginning work for the fall gar- 
den which, at the moment con- 
sists mostly of starting the seeds 
in seed boxes or cold frames, to 
be transplanted later in the gar- 
den proper. Second, the cultiva- 
tion of the garden to discourage 
weed growth and to conserve 
moisture by creating a dust mulch. 
Third, the warfare with our in- 


served all of the sugar and flavor 
and will not have lost a single 
vitamin. 

When we were in short pants 
and barefooted the garden had to 
be hoed every week and as grand- 
pa stood jn the shade and watched 
us we wondered to ourselves and 
occasionally aloud why it was nec- 
essary to hoe the garden. Most 
of the times grandpa said “it has 
to be done because I say it has 
to be done.” However, there are 
better reasons than that and prob- 
ably grandpa knew the better 
reasons, but the thing that stuck 
in our minds is what would hap- 
pen to us, and not what would 
happen to. the garden, if it didn’t 
get cultivated. 


There are two objects, (1) to 
remove any weeds that are grow- 
ing, and (2) to provide a dust 
mulch which accomplishes two 
purposes.

A good many insects attack 
Squash, cucumbers, and _  canta- 
loupes and these vegetables should 
be dusted weekly with arsenate 
of lead, lime dust as a preventive 
measure. 

There are a few rules that should 
be followed in spraying and dust- 
ing. These are of a general nature 
and apply not only to vegetables 
but to flowers. 

First, spraying should be done 
‘under heavy pressure’ which 
' breaks the solution up into little 
tiny drops of water so fine that 
the plane is covered with a mist. 
A plant should be _ sprayed 
thoroughly but just the minuté a 
'drop falls off a leaf you know 
that the leaf is completely cover- 
ed and no more spray should 
strike that leaf, because any addi- 
tional quantity will be entirely 
wasted. 

Second, spraying and dusting 
should be carried on whenever

Whips Up the Horses 


If you care to take a look at the Roosevelt 
bandwagon this morning, you will see that Geor- 
gia’s Governor, the Hon. Ellis Arnall, is up there, 
on the driver’s seat. 


In fact, unles my bifocals are deceiving me, 
horses a touch or so with the whip. 

There are many others on the wagon. Senator Millard Tydings, 
of Maryland, once an arch foe, is sitting modestly near the back 
end of the wagon.

In a seat well up front sits Governor J. Melville Broughton, of 
North Carolina, who said last week in Montgomery that “for the 
purpose of finishing the war and negotiations for peace, no man 
other than President Roosevelt” is available. He, like Governor 
Arnall, has really never wavered. 

Present also is Senator K. D. McKellar, caustic critic of the 
administration. In his hands is a banner reading ‘Tennessee 
for Rooseevit.” 

Alben Barkley, the senator from 
few days, the darling of the special privilege crowd and the 
adored of the consolidated anti-Roosevelt and Republican blocs, 
is also well up front. Colliers’ magazine, of last week, carried 
an article by him stating why he thinks Roosevelt should be the 
next President.

ARNALL NEVER OFF orn Arnall’s position on the 


andwagon is a legitimate one. He 
never has really been off that wagon. Some of the others have 
either been off it or have at least had one leg off, extended toward 
the ground. 
Governor Arnall said during the heated campaign which he 
waged to win, that he would “stand by President Roosevelt and 
hold up his arms in the war’s arduous tasks.” 


There have been a few luxurious rigs to drive up beside the 
Roosevelt bandwagon and offer Mr. Arnall a seatiwith a cushion 
and a fur wrap to go over his knees. 


Mr. Arnall has been wooed by experts in the art of maneuver- 
ing him off the Roosevelt bandwagon. Some of them were artists 
in the weaving of sp®lls which would lult a man into a sleep dur- 
ing: which he would, without his knowledge, be transferred to a 
seat in another vehicle. The transfer would be so expertly done, 
so smoothly effected, the subject would not realize what had hap- 
pened until he found himself on his feet, cheering, a strange pen- 
nant in his hands. Mr. Arnall never even nodded. 

Some strange persons, also, have led him to the mountain top. 
True enough, it was not always a mountain. It was apparent all 
the time to others that it was little more than a mole hill or, at 
most, a small hill. 

One of these was Mr. Harry Woodring, who told friends in At- 
lanta, he was prepared to make Mr. Arnall the vice president on 
his party's ticket. It was not more than two weeks later that Mr. 
Woodring saw, with his own eyes, that his mountain was really no 
more than a clod, and came down off it hinrself, a disillusioned man. 

There were others. They carried with them a portable moun- 
tain on which to take their guests.

It didn’t show up 
in Atlanta, for instance, and so they were able to give local guests 
only a worm’s eye view. 

I don’t know if all these parties called on Mr. Arnall or not.

Father, it was understood, would 
soon have to become a soldier, with a uniform and everything, but 
it wasn’t real to a little boy. In fact, if he thought about it at 
all, he was quite thrilled to think his wonderful father would soon 
be a truly real soldier. He was, probably, a little jealous of other 
little boys, his playmates, whose fathers had already put aside their 
customary clothes for the khaki and brass of war. 

But then came the enemy air armadas. The little boy’s home 
was in a section frequently bombed. And it seemed, when mother 
took him to some place supposed to be safer, that fate just followed 
them and the horrid thing found them out. 

And the little boy learned the terror of air-raid sirens and the 
shivering horror that he couldn’t control when he heard the blast 
of the exploding bombs and when he saw the awful brightness of 
the fire that blazed, suddenly, in the dark, when the incendiaries 
came. 

And he forgot the quiet peaceful days as his life became a thing 
of fear in underground shelters and of shock and terror. And it 


was hard for a little boy to understand. 
It is now four years that the little boy 


FOUR LONG YEARS has lived under the savagery of a war- 


diseased world. He has grown accustomed to going without things 
that should, really, be normal for such a boy. There are things he 
cannot have, things to eat and things to wear and things to play 
with. There are places he cannot go, vacations he cannot enjoy. 

And, though his father still writes to him and, so far, is safe, 
he has grown accustomed to the sight of sorrow as other little boys 
and their mothers have received the dreaded word their fathers 
will never be coming home again. 

And he has forgotten the few short years of peace he knew 
as a baby and it has come to pass that, to him, a world at war is 
a normal world, terror is the accepted condition of life, and he 
cannot understand when mother tries to tell him how happy they 
were before the war came and to describe the manner of life they 


knew in years of peace. 
And, somewhere in the world, 


THEY ARE RESPONSIBLE 
there are evil men who are re- 
sponsible for this wretched distortion of life for little children. 

They are the men whose blood lust linked with unholy ambition 
made them drive from their hearts all conceptions of human sym- 
pathy. They are the men who denounced charity and the quality 
of mercy as the evidences of weakness. 

They are the men who infected entire nations with their dis- 
eased sadism and who taught a doctrine of foul racial hatreds. 
They are the men who covered their own secret knowledge of in- 
feriority with brutal orgies of death wreaked upon those they fan- 
tastically branded as lesser creatures. ; 

The day of retribution is fast nearing. That day upon which 
we, as victors, will be called upon to act as the human instruments 
to. bring justice to the war criminals. 

We shall, in so far as humanly possible, attempt to exact just 
payment for their foulnesses and crimes upon these, the spewers 
of hate and the revelers in blood. We cannot make the punishment 
fit the crime, in most instances, for there is no earthly punishment 
comparable with the crimes of which they are guilty.

Commerce 
depends upon the influence of 
the church for its integrity, the 
confidence of its credit system, 
and its ideal of business as a 
service to men.. Capital would flee 
from the city as from a plague, if 
there was any serious suggestion 
of the withdrawal of the churches 
from the community life. 


Spirit and Body 

In our political life the one hope 
of the success of democracy is 
the belief that a man is the su- 
preme value, and that service to 
human welfare is the highest 
service. This is a religious faith, 
fundamental to both the Jewish 
the Christian religion. This 
'was the faith of our fathers when 
they wrote their creed “all men 
are endowed by their Creator,” 
and it has been organized reli- 
gion which has kept that faith 
alive. All of the. educational, 
benevolent, fraternal, and social 
welfare enterprises of our com- 
'munity, receive the very breath 
of their existence from the life of 
the churches. 

That these organizations are 
necessary for the translation of 
the religious spirit into practical 
ministries, is readily granted. 
Just as the mind 
upon the tongue, hands, and feet, 


‘for the translation of its thought | 


‘into form and activity, so the 
'spirit of the church is dependent 
upon all of these organizations to 
|get its ideals wrought out into 
life. But without the spirit of the 
‘church, they would eventually 
| wither. 
| So far from being unmindful 
of the weaknesses, limitations, and 
faults of the churches, I am more 
_ keenly conscious of them, and 
'more lovingly sensitive to their 
' seriousness, than any outside critic. 
But with all her faults, the church 
is the one organization whose 
business it is to reveal God as the 
Father of all men, and its faith in 
the ultimate triumph of love in 
the world. Since these truths are 
essential to the success of every 
institution® and enterprise, which 
has for its purpose the welfare of 
men, then the church is essential 
to the progress of civilization.

This is an example of the sort of duties state capitol secretaries 
face daily, in addition to their regular stenographic work—not 
paving roads, of course, but listening to strange requests for them 
to do so, Capitol secretaries not only do a large share of running 
the offices in which they are employed, but they know who is who 
in state and local politics. The public fusses at them when their 
“bosses fail to do favors, but sometimes hand them.bouquets of ap- 
preciatiof®® More than any other type of secretary, the capitol 
variety has to do more “little white lying” about whether the boss 
is in, etc. But on top of it all, they keep a smile. (Grace, you know, 
is a big leaguer. She's secretary of the state Democratic committee 
and national committeewoman of the state Young Democrats. She's 
from Donalsonville.) 

The girls are pretty, and have brains, too. They come from all 
parts of the state. Only a few are native Atlantans. Many of them 
followed their bosses from private business into politics. 


TO CITE A FEW Speaking of training in your department's 

work and following the boss into politics, 
there is Miss Maude Saunders, secretary to Attorney General. T. 
Grady Head. A few years ago, she was secretary to Lawyer Head 
in Ringgold. She studied law to become a lawyer herself. Then 
she followed her chief to Atlanta when he became state revenue 
commissioner, and later transferred with him to the attorney gen- 
eral’s office.

Secretary to the state purchasing agent—the fellow who ddes 
all the state’s buying—must offer new experiences. That's the 
job Miss Frances Meadows, of Hawkinsville, has. Her boss, Willie 
Pate, is a fellow townsman. 

Speaking of unusualness, Mrs. Louise Poland, of Dawsonville, 
who is with the Pardon and Parole Board, hasn't seen all her 
brothers and sisters at the same time but once in her life. They 
met together one day several years ago. There are 12 children. 
GRASS SKIRT If she hasn't already been practicing, Mrs. 

Katherine Harper could become a hvula-hula 
dancer with a few lessons. She already has the equipment. Her 
husband, newly promoted to captain in the Marines, sent her a grass 
skirt from the South Sea islands.

Few people can tell, 
when talking on the telephone, whether they have her or Mrs. 
Christine McGouirk (Ryburn Clay’s secretary), of Montezuma, on 
the line—their voices are so similar.

... For years Mrs. Melba Doster, of Carrollton, secretary to School 
Superintendent M. D. Collins, has declined vacations, stating: “If 
I’m needed here one day, I'm needed every day.” ... Mrs. Helen

Board, is a businessman's idea of an efficient office manager... . 
Miss Pansy Shackelford, of Newnan, helps Alton Cogdell run the 
Milk Control Board. . ..

The Trip of the Five Flying 
Senators Resulted in Much Good 


Probably nobody, since the crust of this harassed planet first 
began to cool, ever traveled further and got less thanks for it than 
those five flying senators who circled the world in 65 days last sum- 
mer and early autumn. Six months have passed, Let’s look at the 


record. The record’s worth looking at. 


/ The return of the five flying 
senators was considerable of a 
mess. But these were the high 
spots in the post-trip comments of 
the gentlemen separately. As of 
October 8, 1943, they got together 
on “Ten Conclusions” which they 
put into written form. The ten 
were: (1) There is nothing to criti- 
cize about the fighting part of the 
war. Morale, arms, food, medical 
care, command, etc., are O. K. 
Mistakes are inevitable, but at 
least they're not repeated. (2) 
More oil must come out of the 
Middle East. Crude rubber crops 
could be increased in the Orient. 
Too much American gas is going 
to the civilians of North Africa. 


(3 The OWI agents in foreign 
parts need some herd-riding. In- 
stead of information, some of them 
sre dispensing propaganda and 
promises we probably can’t ful- 
fill. (4) Soldiers feel that the 
home front isn’t given a true pic- 
ture of their hardships. (5) Var- 
fous arms of the service are co- 
operating splendidly. (6) What 
about those airfields? (7) Some- 
thing's got to be done about “‘par- 
“ty of communications,” meaning 
@n even break in news handling. 
Americans need something the 
equivalent of the British Reuter's. 
(8) Men are being left overseas 
#too long. A couple of years of it 
g@nd a man should have a furlough. 
(9) We need a clear national) pol- 
icy and stronger representation in 
‘diplomatic and kindred posts. (10) 
‘The committee returns inspired 
.. » etc. a sort of complimentary 
coda. 


RESULTS 

These, then, and for all the rest, 
were the official conclusions and 
unofficial recommendations of the 
internationally blasted and presi- 
dentially damned. And what's 
happened since—just to take them 
in order? 

Starting with (2), the first being 
what it is, Harold Ickes, Old Pub- 
lic Functionary, immediately be- 
gan making a lot of noise about 
that Middle Eastern oil. Shucks, 
he'd known it all the time, he said. 
_ For the first time, it became ad- 
vertised that we're running dry in 
this land. Ickes proposed a pipe 
line across Arabia. The British 
came up fast with a statement 
that they hadn’t pumped more oil 
because nobody had asked them 
to. That subject now has top pri- 
ority. The senate has appointed 
@ special committee. Has anybody 
credited that airplane trip? No. 

(3) The OWI and all its works 
has been given a thorough going 
over in the senate. Whether its 
field men have been toned down 
isn’t part of the public record. 
This one possibly can’t be scored 
es a plus. (4) Censorship regula- 
tions have been loosened consid- 
erably. Such horrible epics as 
“The Death March on Bataan” 
and factual reports of the slaugh- 
ter of Tarawa, etc., have dispelled 
most home-front illusions if any 
there were. 

(5) Calls for no comment. (6) 
Britain and America are now con- 
ferring over the use of those air 
fields and ports, and the whole 
subject of postwar air. This comes 
directiy out of that agitation, and, 
next to, or maybe ahead of, the 
oil, it rates as that flight’s most 
important long-range result. (7) 
This is another straight plus for 
that flight, although no “screen 
credit” has been given. Very 


a 


quietly and very recently a com- 
plete American round-the-world 
news service has been hooked up 
through the commercial lines and 
the communications systems of 
the Army and Navy. American 
news is now reaching our people 
wherever they are, and true news 
of all our people now flows back 
this way. 

(8) The furloughs have started. 
That’s another straight plus, The 
difficulties are many, the trans- 
portation a problem, but the rotat- 
ing policy has been definitely 
adopted. (9) The cry for a clear 
national policy has not been hon- 
ored, but it now rings constantly 
from shore to shore. The “strong- 
er representation,” however, has 
produced some results. The re- 
turned senators had no more than 
demanded this—Brewster did the 
demanding —than the State De- 
partment replaced the powerless 
Murphy with a ranking Wilson in 
Algiers, and President Roosevelt 
sent General Hurley into the Mid- 
die East and points farther. Dean 
Landis came in from Cairo to sec- 
ond the motion. Not too much 
progress has been registered in 
this department, but, at least, there 
is progress. (10) Called for no ac- 
tion and calls for no comment. 

The one bad minus in the Int 
is that somewhere during all the 
original babel, some one of the 
brethren made the charge that the 
British were taking some of our 
lend-lease goods, re-marking it as 
their own, and distributing it to 
the Russians and who-not as their 
own products. This has been so 
flatly, so violently and so repeat- 
edly denied that evidently the 
gentleman erred, to state it mildly. 


Despite all the muck that was 
flung, the vituperation hurled, the 
Truman committee end of that 
trip really served constructive 
purposes. Nobody has bothered to 
salute that flight. It’s about time 
somebody gave those men some

As the Arizona board 
suggested, “To offer these men 
cash compensation, no matter how 
well intended, constitutes the pros- 
titution of patriotism and is far 
more insulting than flattering.”

MEN LIVE THE SAME 

At first I lived with the younger 
officers. of the squadron, then I 
moved over with the enlisted gun- 
ners, radiomen and flight engin- 
eers. They live only a little dif- 
ferently. And the line between 
officers and enlisted men among 
the combat crews is so fine that 
you are barely aware of any dif- 
ference after a few days’ acquaint- 
ance with them. 

First I'll try to tell you how 
the officers live. I stayed in the 
hut of my friends, Lieutenants 
Lindsay Greene and Jack Arnold. 
There is usually a spare cot in 
any hut, for there is almost always 
one man away on leave. 

This barracks is a curved steel 
Nissen hut, with doors and win- 
dows at each end but none along 
the sides. The floor is bare con- 
crete. Eight men live in the hut. 
Three are pilots, the others bom- 
bardiers and navigators. One is a 
captain, the others are lieutenants. 
SLEEP ON STEEL COTS 

The boys sleep on black stcel 
cots with cheap mattresses. They 
have rough white sheets and Army 
blankets. They are all wearing 
summer underwear now, and they 
When the last one 
goes to bed he turns out the light 
and opens the door for ventilation. 
Of course until the lights are out 
the hut has to be blacked out. 

Each cot has a bed lamp rigged 
over it, with a shade made from 
an empty fruit-juice can, 

The boys have a few bureaus 
and tables they bought or dug up 
from somewhere. On the tables 
are pictures of their girls and par- 
ents, and on the corrugated steel 
walls they have pasted pinup girls 
from Yank and other magazines. 

In the center of the hut is a 
rectangular stove made of two 
steel boxes welded together. They 
burn wood or coal in it, and it 
throws out terrific heat 
MAKE OWN CHAIRS 

In front of the stove is a settee 
big enough for three people, and 
back of the stove is a deep chair. 
Both the settee and the chair were 
made by nailing small tree limbs 
together. The boys did it them- 
selves. 

In the top of the hut, when the 
lights go out, you can see two 
holes with moonlight streaming 
through. One of these is where 
one of the boys shot his .45 one 
night, just out of exuberance. One 
of the other boys then bet he 
could put a bullet right through 
that hole. He lost his bet, which 
accounts for the other hole. 

The latrines and wash basins 
are in a separate building, about 
50 yards from the hut. The boys 
and their mechanics have built a 
small shower room out of pack- 
ing boxes and rigged up a tank 
for heating water, They are proud 
of it, and they take plenty of 
baths, 

All around my hut are similar 
ones, connected by concrete or 
cinder paths. The one next door 
is about the fanciest. Its name is 
Piccadilly Palace, and it has a 
pretty sign over the door saying 
so. In this hut the boys have built 
a real brick fireplace, with a man- 
tle and everything, and it looks 
like a hunting lodge inside. 

That in general is haw the boys 
live. They are warm, they are 
dry, they are clean, they are well 
fed. Their life is dangerous and 
not very romantic to them, and 
between missions they get home- 
sick and sometimes bored. But 
even so they have a pretty good 
time with their live young spirits, 
and they are grateful that they 
can live as well and have as much 
pleasure as they do have. For 
they know that anything good you 
get in wartime is just that much 
velvet.

Again this spring I came for a 
time within the boundaries of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority and 
again I had the impression of en- 
tering the boundaries of what 
might be called the Promised 
Land. That Biblical title applies to 
the area in a peculiarly appropri- 
ate fashion because here, for per- 
haps the first time in our national 
history, a comprehensive and wise 
plan has been put into operation 
for the utilization and development 
instead of the destruction of all 
the rich natural resources which 
God gave us in this country. 

It is not the first time I have 
visited this area, which is about as 
large as the whole of the British 
Isles and includes parts of Ala- 
bama, North and South Carolina, 
Tennessee, Georgia, Kentucky and 
West Virginia. Once I made an 
aeroplane flight over most of the 
territory looking down upon the 
great dams, the river traffic, the 
reforested areas, the lines of elec- 
tric cable, the terraced and con- 
toured hilis, and I climbed out of 
the plane at the end of the journey 
filled with a new respect for the 
potential wisdom of mankind and 
for democracy. 

There is no more beautiful 
country on earth than the whole 
valley of the Tennessee river and 
for 150 years of its existence it 
was subject to what might only be 
described as the depredations of 
mankind. 

MEN WITH VISION 

Then a few good Americans 
with vision evolved a plan to save 
that valley and turn it from a 
growing national liability, in 
terms of both money and of hu- 
man stock, into a great national 
asset. A few men virtually gave 
their lives to turning this plan into 
a reality. No more bitter political 
fight ever occurred in our history 
than the battle between the good 
citizens and the men whose aim, 
either consciously or otherwise, 
was to exploit the resources and 
the men, women and children of 
the Tennessee Valley Watershed. 
The good men won and the plan 
was put into operation something 
over 10 years ago. 

Since then great dams have 
been built to control floods, make 
the river navigable for freight 
traffic and provide electric current

growing every day more produc- 
tive than less productive.

For sportsmen, the TVA area is 
rapidly becoming a paradise.

The TVA adventure can stand 
as a model for the development of 
every other great watershed in 
America.

GALLUP POLL 


A Close Race 
For the Presidency 
Seems in Prospect 


By GEORGE GALLUP.

PRINCETON,’ N. J.—Whether 
the present political strength of 
the Republican and Democratic 
parties be appraised by scientific 
sampling polls or by an analysis of 
the special congressional elections 
in recent months, the answer is 
virtually the same. 

The chances of a Democratic or 
Republican victory, if Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and Thomas E. Dewey 
are the candidates, are about fifty- 
fifty at the present time in terms 
of civilian popular votes. 

That division is not only indi- 
cated by special elections already 
held but also by data received as 
recently as last Monday through 
public opinion polling on the ques- 
tion of how people would vote if 
a presidential election were held 
today. 

The question is: 

“If the presidential election 
were being held today and Roose- 
velt were running for president 
on the Democratic ticket against 
Dewey on the Republican ticket, 
how do you think you would 
vote?” : 

Roosevelt 51% 
Dewey 49 

This does not constitute a pre- 
diction of what will happen when 
the voters go to the polls next No- 
vember. It reflects the situation 
only as of the first half of May. 
Events of the next few months, 
both on the war fronts and on 
the home front, will have more 
than ordinary importance in in- 
fluencing the political tides. The 
survey results do not take into ac- 
count the soldier vote which has 
been found to favor the Democrats 
and would therefore increase the 
Roosevelt percentage. 

Offsetting the soldier vote ad- 
vantage, however, are two disad- 
vantages which the Democrats 
face. Because of the overwhelm- 
ing Democratic majorities in the 
south, the Democratic party nor- 
mally needs about 52 per cent of 
the major party popular vote for 
the nation in order to win in the 
electoral college. Moreover, in 
1936 and again in 1940, the Re- 
publican candidate was found to 
be greatly aided by the publicity 
and attention which he received 
at the time of the nominating con- 
vention. 

In comparing the two methods 
of appraising the political situa- 
tion—by scientific sampling polls, 
and by a study of recent election 
figures—it should be borne in 
mind that essentially the same 
principles of analysis are involved. 

A special election is just as 
much a sampling of public opin- 
ion as any poll is. Such an elec- 
tion may not always be a truly 
representative sample for the 
whole nation, because it may be 
held in an area not typical of the 
whole country. Moreover, a large 
number of people do not take the 
trouble to vote in special elections. 
But with these qualifications it 
can be seen that a special election 
is in fact a sampling of public

Following her ap- 
pearance on the forum, “Equal 
Status for Women,” Minister Tru- 
jillo decorated Mrs. Whitehurst in 
the name of the Dominican Repub- 
lic with the Merito de Juan Pablo 
Duarte award. 

Wladyslaw M. Besterman, press 
attache of the Polish embassy, 
won the interest of convention 
members as he pleaded for the 
right of small European nations ‘> 
have a voice in the peace. As 
press attache he has been on the 
scene of many eventful confer- 
ences in Europe in the past, and 
his reference to the distrust and 
discord evident among nations 
was thought-provoking. 

Making a difficult subject inter- 
esting, Josselyn Hennessy, public 
relations officer of the govern- 
ment of India, demonstrated the 
handicaps involved in disseminat- 
ing information and education 
among the great masses in India. 
In his talk on the “rehabilitation” 
forum he stated that 92 languages 
were spoken in India; that the 
Indian radios broadcast in 28 lan- 
guages. 

The junior clubwomen had as 
their speaker Major Albert J. 
Stowe, military intelligence divis- 
ion, War Department, who urged 
that utmost secrecy be given all 
military information. Asserting 
that America was the most talka- 
tive nation on earth, he warned 
that lives were endangered -y 
giving away “little scraps of in- 
formation” on the size and location 
of military camps and _ installa- 
tions; types of training being given 
men, and ship sailings. He twice 
asked the convention members to 
'stand and pledge their co-opera- 
‘tion in the service of secrecy. 
OLDEST DELEGATE PRESENT 

Mrs. Emma A, Fox, the distin- 
guished parliamentarian, was, at 
92 years of age, the oldest delegate 
present. She made a charming 
speech following her introduction 
by Mrs. Whitehurst, who humor- 
ously remarked that Mrs. Fox was 
the perfect answer to any ques- 
tions as to whether or not clubs 
were dying. 

The 82-year-old delegate from 
New York, Mrs. Otto Kahn, was 
probably the most interested mem- 
ber present. Consistently speaking 
te motions, she evidenced a keen 
knowledge. of club affairs and was 
one of the enthusiastic sponsors 
of the resolution which indorsed 
legislation in congress for the 
adoption of the metric system of 
weights and measures.

Mrs. White- 
hurst’s term of office was marked 
by brilliant leadership, and gen- 
ulne regret was felt by many that 
the term must come to a close. Her 
future progress will be watched 
with interest by clubwomen every- 
where.

NEW BOOK NEWS 


The book of the week is “Ten 
Years in Japan” (Simon & Schus- 
ter), by Joseph C, Grew, who was 
United States ambassador to Ja- 
pan from 1932 to 1942. 

Based on contemporary records 
—diaries and private and public 
papers—this is the inside behind- 
the-scenes story of events leading 
to Pearl Harbor and the war with 
Japan. The significance of the 
book cannot be overemphasized. 
Here, for the first time, and on 
the highest authority, is a graphic 
word picture of the conflict and 
intrigue which, in spite of the best 
efforts of Mr. Grew and others, 
culminated in war. 

“This book,” writes Mr. Grew, 
“aims to present to our people 
and, I hope, to the people of all 
the United Nations, a more accu- 
rately focused view of Japan than 
is now widely held, for only 
through a correct conception of 
that country and its people can we 
approach with intelligence the dif- 
ficult problems which will have to 
be solved after our military vic- 
tory is complete. My last book, 
‘Report From Tokyo,’ was aimed 
primarily at acquainting the peo- 
ple of the United States with the 
formidable character of the Jap- 
anese military machine and to cor- 
rect some of the fallacious think- 
ing which has widely persisted 
throughout our country, underrat- 
ing the stamina, fighting power 
and staying power of the Japanese 
enemy. Knowing that enemy 
through 10 long years of close ob- 
servation, I fear that we may have 
a long, hard road ahead before 
complete victory can be attained. 
Wishful thinking and complacency 
are dangerous. To achieve that 
victory and to bring about the ul- 
timate unconditional surrender of 
the enemy, our united war effort 
must be constantly intensified and 
accelerated, never for a moment 
relaxed.” 

Mr. Grew, in addition to provid- 
ing fresh evidence of the “unmiti- 
gated subtleties, trickery, brutality 
and cynical faithlessness on the 
part of the Japanese military caste 
and machine,” stresses the fact 
that “there are many Japanese to- 
day who did not want war, who 


THE DELICATE APE, by Doro- 
thy B. Hughes. (Duell, Sloan 
and Pearce. $2.50) 


This is an exciting story of in- 
ternational plots and counterplots 
some 12 years after the Allies’ 
triumphant conclusion of the pres- 
ent war. It is the story of one 
man’s determined, but often ap- 
parently hopeless, battle to thwart 
German designs to hurl the earth 
once more into the abyss of war. 

This book will be a natural for 
the Humphrey  Bogart-Sidney 
Greenstreet-Peter Lorre combina- 
tion which appeared in “The 
Maltese Falcon” and other cinema 
thrillers. Mrs. Hughes has already 
brought one story of this type to 
the screen, “The Fallen Sparrow,” 
which was shown in Atlanta re- 
cently. If anything, “The Delicate 
Ape” is more deftly written, more 
convincing, more exciting than 
“The Fallen Sparrow.” 

But it is likely to leave the 
reader with one fervent hope: 
that the fate of world peace will 
never be left in the hands of one 
man, no matter how good his in- 
tentions, no matter how firm his 
resolve. Because the man who 
fights for peace has many enemies, 
who will have no qualms about 
eliminating him, as Piers Hunt 
almost proved on several occa-

realized the stupidity of attacking 
the United States, Great Britain 
and other United Nations, and who 
did everything in their power to 
restrain the military extremists 
from their headlong and suicidal 
aggressions.” 


Some will deny that there can 
be any good in the Japanese, says 
Mr. Grew. “Yet those critics, in 
all likelihood, will not have known 
personally and directly those Jap- 
anese who were bitterly opposed 
to war with the United States— 
men who courageously but futilely 
gave all that was in them and ran 
‘the gravest dangers of imprison- 
ment if not of assassination—in- 
deed several were assassinated— 
in their efforts to stem the tide or, 
let us say, to halt the tidal wave 
of insane military megalomania 
and expansionist ambition.” 


The former ambassador is em- 
phatic that “Japan’s power to wage 
war must be wholly destroyed; the 
decision must be complete and ir- 
revocable if our sons and grand- 
sons are not to fight this war over 
agair® in the next generation. Ja- 
pan, no less than Germany, -nust 
never again be allowed to threaten 
world peace. Aggressive militarism 
must be permanently eradicated.” 


Born in Boston, Mr. Grew was 
educated at Groton and Harvard. 
He has been with our diplomatic 
service since 1904 when he be- 
came clerk to the American consul 
general at Cairo. Prior to World 
War I, he served in Mexico, Rus-

sia, Austria-Hungary and Ger- 
many. He was counselor to our 
embassy in Berlin during the last 
war and charge d’affaires at Vien- 
na when the break came. In 1918, 
he became acting head of the west- 


Department. He took part in the 
peace negotiations at Paris and 
also represented the United States 
during the negotiations with Tur- 
key at Lausanne in 1922. He has 
served as minister to Denmark 
and Switzerland, as undersecre- 
tary of state and as ambassador 
to Turkey. From Turkey he went 
to Japan. After the attack on 
Pearl Harbor, Mr. Grew became 
a special assistant to the secretary 
of state, and only last week it was 
announced that he had been made 
director of Far Eastern affairs for 
the Department of State. 


The identity of the author of 
“Argentine Diary: The Inside 
Story of the Coming of Fascism” 
(Random House) has been re- 
vealed. He is Ray Josephs, Buenos 
Aires correspondent for PM, Chi- 
cago Sun and Variety, who has 
lived in Argentina for the past 
10 years and knows the political, 
economic and social aspects of the 
country thoroughly. Because he 
refused f‘to buckle under the Fas- 
cists who now govern Argentina,” 
he is now a resident of a neigh- 
boring Latin-American country, 
from which he can cable his sto- 


‘ries about the Buenos Aires re- 
gime without fear of censorship.

Angel 


NEWCOMER. The young fellow on 
our cover is a war-boom baby. He is 
one of approximately a million colts 
born last spring. This spring the horse 
crop will probably be even larger. 
The equine is no vanishing American: 
there are more horses in this country 
now than there ever were. Reason is 
that the U.S. has become the great 
horse market for postwar Europe. 
War has emptied Europe’s stables 
and foreign governments are buying 
our horses, keeping them here until 
peace comes. 

One result is that the U.S. is now 
raising the world’s finest thorough- 
breds, taking the lead away from 
England and France. Out of the mil- 
lion colts, about 10,000 are sold for 
racing. Prices for a good one go from 
$500 to $60,000. Average colt sells 
for about $100. 


LEGS. A colt is called that until he’s 
five years old, then he leaves his 
teens. His baby diet is usually corn- 
meal mash and grass. Ratio, of course, 
of a colt’s legs to his body is like that 
of a Varga girl’s, so the greatest haz- 
ard of his childhood is his friskiness: 
he likes to kick his legs together, runs 
the constant risk of damaging tender 
tendons, Best colt-raising territory 
these days, according to experts, is 
Maryland and Kentucky. 

One thing colts don’t have to worry 
about is the draft. None of them has 
much chance to rival “Warrior,” 
famous World War I horse. Warrior 
carried Canada’s Gen. Jack Seely to 
battle, celebrated victory by parading 
with his unit in England. Among all 
the marchers, he drew top applause. 
Gen. Seely always fondly explained: 
“Warrior had a feeling for battle.”’ 


But nowadays, mechanization has 
shrunk the cavalry. A few horses 
are used by the Coast Guard for 
beach patrol. But only place where 
the equines are doing a full-scale war 
job 1s with the Cossacks in Russia. 

War, though, has changed the lives 
of many a horse. Gasless gas-pumps 
have given them new jobs. Horse 
fairs are booming. And that aged slo- 
gan, “Get a horse!”’ is very definitely 
back in style. — DOROTHY HIRSHON

Wuo’s Harp-BoiLep ?

Marines are tough, all 
right — in battle. But 
after the fighting... 


T WAS on a South Pacific island. The 

Marine raiders had just come from 
Makin Island, where they had completed 
a mission calling for the utmost fearless- 
ness, hardihood, and cool, individual 
belligerency. No soldiers in this or any 
other war had ever demonstrated better 
the qualities that it takes to wage war. 

Now it was over — until the next raid. 
The grizzled fighting men were resting. 
And Little Joe came into their lives. 

Little Joe was a 13-year-old native boy, 
hungry, naked and seemingly parentless. 
The raiders took him into camp. They fed 
him, bathed him, and clothed him in mis- 
cellaneous Marine attire. They taught 
him English, lectured him about using 
cuss words. They even underwent a 
minor reformation in that respect 
themselves, so that Little Joe would- 
n’t be set a bad example. 

The inevitable day came when Little 
Joe had to be left on the beach. The raid- 
ers were going into action again. They 
urged him to be a good boy. And Little 
Joe began to cry. 


Ir was at this point that a six-foot 
Marine sergeant laid a huge hand on Little 
Joe’s kinky head and said, “‘You mustn’t 
bawl, Joe. You’re a Marine. And Marines 
are rough, tough and hard-boiled.”’ 

“Rough, tough and nard-boiled."’ Yes, 
that’s the legend, and most Marines even 
believe it themselves. But I have been a 
Marine for more than forty years. And I 
couldn’t be as proud of the Marines as I 
am if, in addition to their well-proven 
fighting qualities, they did not also have, 
underneath, a spirit that belies the legend. 

Certainly Sergeant Brumbaugh wasn’t 
hard-boiled. On Guadalcanal, Sergeant 
Brumbaugh spent most of his free time 
making friends with the natives — giving 
them tobacco and candy, chatting with 
them in his own homemade variety of 
pidgin English. But it was this same man 
who, during one of the bloodiest battles 
on Guadalcanal, hopped up and began 
firing bursts with an automatic rifle in full 
view of the enemy — purposely drawing 
their fire long enough to keep their atten- 
tion off a machine-gun crew creeping up 
to wipe them out. He was killed just as the 
crew achieved its objective. 

Marine Private, now Sergeant, Al 
Schmidt killed more than two hundred 
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Former Commandant, U.S.M.C. 


Japs. As wave after wave of attackers 
charged forward, he mowed them down 


_ with his machine gun. His comrade, load- 


ing for him, was wounded and fell. After 
that he did his own loading. His gun got so 
hot it blistered his hands. He kept firing. 
A grenade hit the gun, blasting it to 
pieces. One piece smashed into his face, 
blinding him temporarily. He got out his 
.45 and begged his wounded comrade to 
tell him the direction from which any Jap 
tried to approach. “I’ll get him,”’ he said 
grimly. 


Tuat is fighting. But what words do you 
think came to Private Schmidt’s mind as 
he tried to describe the searing-hot 
machine gun afterward? “It made a crack- 
ing and spitting noise,”’ he said, “like my 
mother’s kettle used to make on the stove 
when it was empty.” : 

Private Schmidt, killing Japs on Tenaru 
River, was still thinking in terms of home. 
How can you call men like that tough? 

I hesitate to put a name to the quality 
which I have seen in these Marines. But 
it is something that is bred and nurtured 
in American homes. And it is something, 
I insist, which 1s enriched — not marred 
-— by Marine training. 

Perhaps, if you are enamoured of the 
legend of toughness, you will be disillu- 
sioned by the reports that came back from 
New Zealand: how the Marines were so 
thoughtful about helping old people across 
the streets, how they got such a kick out 
of taking children to the zoo, and were 
usually so polite about giving up their 
streetcar seats to ladies. 

Personally, I am proud that not even 
in the midst of war at its worst do most 
of them lose that inner humanity which 
distinguishes men from brutes. 


I speak of Marines because I am a 
Marine, and I know Marines. But I am 
willing to grant that I am talking, essen- 
tially, of all American fighting men. 

To be a good fighting man takes cour- 
age, skill, and that strange enthusiasm 
known as fighting spirit. No country on 
earth has fighting men better equipped 
with all three of those attributes. Fight? 
Ask any enemy who ever faced them. 
Kill? Of course — efficiently and without 
qualms. But don't let that fool you. 

When your men come home, you will 
see what I mean. They are going to be 
husbands and fathers and neighbors — 
the best husbands and fathers and neigh- 
bors that anybody ever had. That’s the 
kind of people they are — Marine legends 
to the contrary notwithstanding

MERICAN fighter planes come rolling out of factories, are 
A put through their tests, turned over to ferry pilots and 
sent roaring off toward the seaports. A few weeks later those 
same planes are shooting down Zeros and Messerschmitts 
over fronts they could never reach under their own power. 

The planes get there because a group of people — probably 
the strangest assortment ever assembled in one war plant 
work a 70-hour week at the dockside. Because an architect, 
a stove manufacturer, a housing expert, a waiter from a 
Chinese restaurant, a Polish carpenter, a schoolteacher and a 
disabled veteran from Tunisia toil until they are ready to drop. 
Because they know no quitting time, go without sleep. 
without home-cooked meals. Because they are filled 
with a desire to get a job done, and done right. 

This is not a story about planes. It is a story of people: 
these and hundreds of others, with equally diverse back- 
grounds, who pack up fighting aircraft more carefully than an 
expert packs fine dishes, and send them to waiting freighters 
which will land them on beaches halfway around the world. 


It’s a Delicate Job 


Bompers can get to the fighting fronts under their own 
power. Fighters equipped with auxiliary fuel tanks can get 
to some of the fronts directly. But you can’t fly a fighter over 
the Pacific, for instance. That’s why these packers are so 
important. For, despite its ability to take punishment in the 
air, a fighter plane is a delicate piece of machinery. You can't 
lash it to a freighter’s deck or stow it in the hold and expect 
it to weather a long ocean voyage. It must be at least partly 
disassembled, carefully boxed, made immune to wind, weather 
and water. That's the job of such organizations as Aviation 
Packaging Company, which has headquarters at the Newark, 
N. J., airport and branches at other shipping points. 
The technique of this job is brand new, and it 1s still evolv- 
ae o.

it there in working order. As General Farthing. puts it: 

‘“‘We’re the funnel that aims the planes across the ocean to 
where they do the fighting.”’ It’s up to the packing companies 
to see that the funnel doesn’t become a bottleneck. 

Three veterans of World War I started Airplane Packag- 
ing in June, 1942. Two of them had been in the Air Corps; 
none of them had been in aviation since. H. J. Reed Barrett 
was an architect, Phineas S. Schey manufactured stoves, Lyle 
C. Ray was from the Federal Housing Administration. 

They started with 20 employees — a few carpenters, a few 
mechanics, half a dozen laborers. Today there are 785 work- 
ers at the Newark plant. With such a growth in less than 
two years, a good deal of pioneering had to be done in em- 
ployment practices as well as in methods of work. 

Management didn’t have any prejudices. It was willing to 
employ anyone who wanted to work. Even today there is no 
special training program; new employees are taken on as 
helpers for a couple of weeks, and if they show aptitude, are 
quickly promoted. 

Older women are employed for office work, with or without 
previous training. Older men fitted into the program excep- 
tionally well. As the months passed a considerable number 
of physically handicapped workers were put on the payroll 
and proved their ability. From this experience came the 
present policy of employing as many handicapped veterans 
of this war as possible. 

Everyone, from the top down, learned as he went along — 
how to disassemble all planes, how to build weatherproof 
boxes as big as railroad cars, how to protect fine motors and 
delicate instruments from salt-air corrosion, how to anchor the 
parts in the boxes, make maximum use of minimum space. 
And they learned that a Negro minister could become a good 
carpenter, a butcher could use a spray gun, a housemaid could 
do an effective job with sealing tape.

Wartcn a plane go through the works today and you feel a 
strong pride in American ingenuity and capability. 

You stand on the field in the morning sunlight and watch 
the ships come in direct from the factory. Follow one as it 
circles the field, comes down in a skillful landing. The pilot 
climbs out. Army inspectors go over the ship, give it their 
okay. It comes over to a converted hangar, and its motor is 
run with a gasoline-oil mixture which coats all moving parts 
with protective oil. The worker who “runs it in”’ is a girl. 

Then the ship is checked by company inspectors, one of 
them a young man who was given a medical discharge from 
the Navy after a South Pacific battle. After that, the plane 
voes to the head of the disassembly line. Mechanics swarm 
over it and helpers wheel cradles into place. A young Chinese 
goes to work with wrench and screwdriver. Helping him is a 
veteran garage mechanic. A square-faced man from Colombia 
is removing the propeller. Across the way a former truck 
driver and an ex-farmer are removing the other wing. 

The plane moves down the line. Girls in overalls cover 
the ship’s seams with waterproof tape — two former 
housemaids, a manicurist, the wives of two soldiers 
overseas. Then the carpenters — one was born in Palermo, 
Italy: another comes from Poland, and a third preaches 
every Sunday in an African Baptist church — cover all 
fuselage openings with plywood forms. 

This ship is going over on the deck of a freighter, so the 
next move is into the spray room. There every inch of its 
surface is covered with a coating of quick-drying, rubber-like 
substance that will form a perfect overcoat. One of the men 
at the spray guns used to be a butcher; another worked in an 
automobile paint shop. 

Meanwhile, the wings, propeller and parts of the tail assem- 


bly have gone to another part of the hanyvar, and now they 
are being stowed tn a special box. Boxed parts and wingless 
plane are marked with similar code numbers, to bring 
them together at the fighting front. A checker goes over 
the whole thing. He knows his job; he was in Africa, watching 
the planes come oft the freighters, just before he received the 
wounds which brought him an honorable discharge. 

But here comes a plane which cannot be deck-shipped. 
It’s a different type of fighter, and will be boxed completely. 
This time wings, props, tail parts and fuselage all go to the 
crating section. 

And who does this job? Well, a Newark fireman spends a 
part of his days designing cradles, clamps and fittings. Former 
stevedores are among the packers. The carpenters include a 
grandfather who has three sons under arms. Among the paint- 
ers 1s an ex-sailor with only one good arm. And over there is 
a timekeeper who lost an arm and all but two fingers of his 
other hand at Salerno. 

It’s hard work, work that never ends. One foreman tells 
of a week when he put in more than 80 hours; his last three 
days, in fact, show 62 hours on the time slips. 


They’ve Done the Impossible 


Anp it’s no easier on the executives or the office staff. One 
of the company officers has had only five Sundays off in almost 
two years. The personnel manager has put in 17 hours a day 
more times than he likes to remember. A secretary says, “‘I’m 
home so seldom my two youngsters scarcely know me.” 

Civilians do the work, but the Army runs the show. It sets 
the wage rates, passes on all employees, even fixes profit 
limits. Army men work with company men, relay suggestions 
from overseas. Army officers will tell you how-these workers, 
most of them with no previous aircraft or packing experience, 
have done the impossible. 

But the workers themselves don’t think of theirs as impos- 
sible jobs. The work offers problems, yes — but there have 
been problems from the start, and they’ve been solved. May- 
be the diversity of backgrounds has helped; or at least 
provided a continuously fresh viewpoint. 

These folks live up to the exacting demands of a job that 
is the next thing to being under enemy fire. Recognizing this 
spirit, the company provides special services, typical of which 
is the eight-bed suite maintained in a Newark hotel for any 
worker who needs a few hours’ sleep and doesn’t want to 
take the time to go home. 

Wages run high. A porter can make $65 a week, a mechanic 
as much as $165. Good pay, indeed. But an exceptionally 
high proportion of it goes into War Bonds. 

A few weeks ago a rush order came in. Dozens of ships had 
to go to the docks at once the freighters were waiting. 
Word went around the hangars. How about it? Okay, came 
the answer, bring ‘em in. And they brought ‘em in, a seem- 
ingly endless line. Hour after hour the work went on. Men and 
women forgot time, became glassy-eyed with fatigue. Some 
workers fell out, slept in corners of the hangar, came back on 
the job. At last the final plane was on its way. Three days 
and three nights, and some of those workers have been on the 
job right straight through 

The funnel that heads those planes, to the front won’t be- 
come a bottleneck with a crew like thatonthe job. The End

What happens when 
delinquency meets 


U. S. common sense 


FEW months ago, after a survey of 
juvenile delinquency, THIS WEEK 
Magazine reported: “There are no 
real juvenile delinquents. But there 
are delinquent parents, delinquent 
schools and delinquent communities.” 
Concerned citizens and their cities 
agreed that the kids are not to blame, 
are producing solutions. Already, sev- 
eral plans have proved so good that 
they are becoming national models. 


CLINTON, IOWA. There is Clinton, 
lowa, and its Judge W. A. McCull- 
ough, for example. Clinton 1s average 
America. It has 32,000 people. It 
is feeling the war boom and it can 
count on 3,000 soldiers being in its 
area all the time. Like every other

city, Clinton had a delinquency prob- 
lem long before the war. But there, 
too, the war focused more attention 
on it. And the Judge, sitting in both 
juvenile and municipal court, watched 
the parade before him, wondered end- 
lessly what could be done about it. 

Then, like everybody else who 
has struggled with the problem, 
he said, *“*Start with the parents.”’ 
And he did. He found an old state 
law providing fine or jail for anybody 
contnbuting to the delinquency of a 
minor. Nobody had ever applied the 
statute to parents. That didn’t stop 
the Judge. 

On the morning of July 21, 1942, 
he looked down at two 13-year-old 
boys. They both had left home early 
the preceding morning. They had been 
found at the river front at three a.m. 
Their parents hadn't bothered to 
worry about them. The boys had used 
their time to crack the safe in the 
Clinton Public Library and inciden- 


tally break into a few root beer stands. 

The Judge questioned the boys’ 
mothers, applied his law when they 
pled guilty, sentenced them to a day 
in the county jail. He’s followed that 
tactic ever since. Only one mother has 
got the limit: 30 days and a $100 fine. 
There have been no repeaters. At the 
end of the first year of his new law in- 
terpretation, Clinton’s delinquency 
was down 25 per cent. 

Other communities got excited 
when they heard about Clinton’s re- 
sults, discovered that practically every 
state in the union has a statute on its 
books which would let it do the same 
thing. One judge in New York State 
dug up the law, now uses Tuesday and 
Friday nights for parent trials. New 
York City is beginning to apply the 
statute. So are other key cities all 
over the country.

The schoo! holds classes in a high-schoo] building every 
Monday night Pupils, 15 to 40 of them, are made up 
mostly of delinquent parents. The juvenile-court judge 
puts the parents of delinquent children on probation, 
sentences them to attend the school for eight consecutive 
classes. In a year, almost 300 students attended — not 
one of them has had to come back. 


The Parental School has a regular curriculum, taught 
by experts. Courses include health, recreation, work, 
school counseling, mental hygiene. Already, more than 25 
cities have asked San Francisco for a master plan they 
can copy. 


NEW YORK. New York City’s volunteer Youth Com- 
mittee is fighting for the adoption of the San Francisco 
plan. The Committee, headed by Attorney Bennett 
Siegelstein, has about 200 members — hotel owners, 
theater managers, businessmen, teachers, priests, rabbis, 
ministers. They, realistically, know that one plan is no 
magic remedy. So the Committee has spearheaded 
the drive for the parental school, for jail sentences 
for delinquent parents, for using school buildings 
after class for recreation. 

The Committee has also done a magnificent job with 
the teen-age Victory Girls who have made Manhattan's 
Times Square look like a mammoth and tragic white- 
slave market. The Committee, with private funds, has 
arranged that all girls picked up by the police be brought 
to a private home or to three special rooms in a hotel — 
both in mid-town New York — instead of before a magis- 
trate. Then their parents are sent for and talked to. If a 
girl has a record, she’s arrested. If not, she’s allowed to 
go home with her parents. Out of 800 girls picked up, 
exactly five had a record and were arrested!

DOCTOR’S ORDERS: Dust, wind 
and strong sunlight are hard on 
eyes, says our doctor. Excessive 
sun bathing may seriously injure 
your eyes or cause blurred vision 
and headache. 

So get vourself some proper 
sunglasses — especially in this 
season of tiny hats which are 
as charming as a flower but 
just as unprotective. 

The kind of sunglasses you want 
are those with a ground, polished 
and curved lens, and manufac- 
tured with the approval of the 
U.S. Bureau of Standards. 

Good idea is to have two pairs. 
First, those which screen out glare 
reflected from highways, water or 
other light - reflecting surfaces. 
Then for sunbathing on roof or 
beach, a pair with green lenses 
especially designed to deflect the 
infra-red heat rays and the in- 
visible, sunburn - causing ultra - 
violet rays. 

You could not buy glasses like 
this last year — they all went to 
our boys in the Army and Navy. 
But now the good news is that 
you will be finding some of them 
again on the home market. 


CAST OUT THE MOTE: Motes 
dancing in a beam of summer sun- 
light make poets write verses. But 
they should make you put on your 
spectacles. Motes are dust; and 
dust is plain dirt; and our toast is 
“‘no mud in your pretty eye.” 

In fact, you should bathe your

eyes, as well as protect them. So 
says the doctor. Use a standard 
eyewash to clean and soothe. Also 
restful are cool pads of cotton satu- 
rated in a good eyewash and placed 
over your closed lids while you 
stretch out for a tiny mid-after- 
noon or before-dinner snooze. 

Eye exercises: Many women 
swear by eye calisthenics. No harm 
at all, is our doctor’s comment;

But he 
warns you not to think you 
can correct a genuine eye de- 
fect by exercises. If you have 
an eye defect. vou need an 
oculist’s advice — not self- 
treatment. 

Night is the time for the added 
magic that comes out of an eye 
make-up kit. Here’s what salon 
experts say about making the 
most of that kind of witchery. 
Listen! 

Starting with eye shadow? Re- 
member, lady, a shadow is a shad- 
ow. Go gently, now! Make it cob- 
web faint. If your eyes are like 
most people's, put a tiny daub of 
shadow close to the lashes, at the 
center of the upper lid. Smooth 
softly toward each side ... then 
gradually upwards to the brows. 

Eyes a bit too prominent? Make 
the shadow a little heavier at the 
center of the lid. Or perhaps they 
are set a little close together? 
Then deepen the shadow slightly 
at the outer corners. But go into 
reverse, if your eyes are widely 
spaced — you'll want the heavier 
shadow near the inner corners. 


FOR LOVELIER BROWS: You 
want to look as if God gave you 
your brows; not as if you dreamed 
them up in a nightmare. To get 
that natural look, use the pencil 
on the hairs, not on the skin — 
unless your brows are very scant.

COOK WITH CRACKERS! 


BY CLEMENTINE PADDLEFORD 


Soda crackers make a casserole ‘‘crust’ 


They’ll dress up your 
menus, save time and 


ration points, too... 


ARTIME living pushes cracker 
WY cookery into the limelight 
Out of the cracker box marches 
a brigade of forty-wink dishes 
styled for working women who 
cook with one eye on the clock. 
Crackers save time. Crackers save 
points. Sweet biscuits used as a 
base for desserts save precious 
sugar. Use the crymbs of the 
cracker as a tasty extender in meat 
loaves and patties. Crackers turn 
out fluffy dressings for meat, fish 
and fowl. 


To Thicken Sauces 


CRACKER crumbs puffed in hot 
milk are a quick white sauce for 
croquettes and timbales. The gen- 
eral rule 1s 4 crumbled soda crack 
ers to 1 cup hot milk, plus 1 table- 
spoon margarine and seasonings to 
taste. Combine the ingredients; 
beat until creamy. 

Cracker crumbs added to a 
souffié-type mixture, a cheese pul! 
for example, serve not only as an 
inexpensive extender but give the 
dish “‘backbone.”’ Such a mixture 
can’t fall during the baking. 

Rolled soda or salted crackers 
are a quick thickening, or a per- 
fect topping for fish stews and 
chowders. A generous sprinkle of 
crumbs, preferably toasted, are 
added just before the dish goes 
to the table. The crumbs immedi- 
ately swell and give the stew body. 

New way to blanket a casserole 
of creamed food, such as chicken 
a la king, is to top with soda crack- 
ers in a side-by-side formation. 
Sprinkle the crackers with cheese 
—or dot well with fat — and 
place under low broiler heat unt:l 
beautifully tanned. In _ serving, 
use the browned crackers as a toast 
base for the creamed food. 


Quick Tricks 

Quick tricks unending: Sprinkle 
crumbs of graham crackers or 
gingersnaps over a pudding before 
cooling to prevent a skin forming. 

Make a whisper-soft pudding of 
winey perfume: Crumble a dozen 
biscuits, moisten with sherry, 
spread with raspberry jam. Pour 
on a boiled custard and chill well. 


’ 


Add sweet crumbs to a gelatin 
and see it come to importance. 
Prepare gelatin any flavor — 
according to package directions. 
Finely crumble 10 fig bars and 
when the gelatin is cool, but not 
thickened, fold in the crumbs and 
chill until firm. 

Crumb pie crusts are “easy as 
pie,”’ failure-proof and delicate as 
the touch of a leaf. There is no 
after-mess, no pastry board to 
clean up, no leftover crust trim- 
mings. And fun for the cook, as a 
cookie crumb shell allows vanety 
in flavors ginger, vanilla, choc- 
olate, lemon, all according to the 
waler chosen. 

Do it this way : Crumble or finely 
roll 22 soda crackers, mix with 
cup softened butter or vitaminized 
margarine and |] tablespoon sugar 
Firmly press mixture with the 
fingers against sides and bottom 
of an eight-inch pie plate rubbed 
well with tat 

Graham cracker crusts require 
but 12 crackers: the ginger crust 
needs 18 old-fashioned § ginger- 
snaps. If the filling is the ready- 
cooked kind, bake the crust 10 
minutes in a moderately hot oven 
(375°F.), then cool and add filling 
to shell. If 1t 1s an uncooked filling, 
pour carefully into the unbaked 
shell, place in a moderate oven 
(350°F.) for 25 to 35 minutes. 


Gingersnap Parfait 

1 teaspoon gelatin 

ly cup cold water 

i, cup sugar 

2 egg whites, stiffly beaten 

Le cup thin cream 

l4 teaspoon vanilla 

L, teaspoon salt 

18 gingersnaps, crumbled 

Soften gelatin in 2 tablespoons 
cold water and dissolve over boil- 
ing water. Boil remaining water 
and sugar to the thread stage 
(225°F.) and pour slowly into 
stiffly beaten egg whites, beating 
while pouring. Add dissolved gela- 
tine and stir occasionally until the 
mixture thickens. Fold in the 
cream whipped to a froth. Next 
add the flavoring, salt and the 
crumbled gingersnaps and freeze 
in freezing tray of refrigerator, or 
chill for several hours. Approxi- 
mate yield: six portions. Ginger 
is only one member of the snap 
family —- lemon, chocolate, pea- 
nut, vanilla snaps, any one of the 
clan may be used in this recipe.
